THE MONSTER FOUND IN FLORIDA,

Eclentists Believe Many of the Btories Told
by the Ssilors.

TERRORS WITH LIS 18 INCHES WIDE

AsSBURY PARE, Aug. 2.—This is the
time of year when the sea serpent may be
reasonsably expected to make its appearance
‘off the Atlantic coast, aud keepers of the
hotels that fringe the sandy strand of Jer-
sey scan the ocean horizon hopefully for &
monster which may be turned into dollars
and cents as a seashore advertisement.

Inercased faith in the existence of an un-
known marine reptile o! vast size is felt
since the recent announcement by Prof
Holder of the discovery of the actual car-
cass of such acreature in Florida. Accord-
ing to his secount the Rev. Dr. Gordon, of
Milwaukee, President of the United States
Humane Sociely, was fishing in New River
Inlet when the flukes of his anchor caught
and pulled to the surface the dead body of
a snnke-like animal 42 feet long, though
lacking both head and 1ail. 1t was partly
decomposed snd the belly was ripped open.
Two small flippers were remarked. With
the intention of preserving its bones 1t was
dragged up on shore and left to rot; but
most unfortunsiely a hurricane came and
this invalusble find was swept away by the
waves and lost

Nevertheless, the record of it confirms
the attitude of seience in this matter, which
has never denied the possible survival of
cerinin gigantic reptilian types of past ages
which would eorrespond fairly well with
the numerous descriptions of the alleged
sea serpent. Although such a theory is
pooh-poohed by the ignorant, Agassiz be-
lieved it, as do many eminent thinkers to-
day, basing their opinions upon the affirm-
ative testimony of eve witneeses When it
is considered that two-thirds of the earth's
surince is covered with water, the depth of
which, miles and miles beneath the waves,
has never been approached by human ex-
nloration, who cau say what huge and form-
less wonsters may not lurk in the darkness
of an agueous night never illumived by a
sun's ray?

The tfueripliun given by Rev. Dr. Gor-
don of the carcass found by himin New
River Inlet might apply veiy well to cer-
tain gigantic reptiles of the Cretaceous
epoch, exceedingly numerous in those days,
which are supposed to have been the an-
cestors of modern snakes and lizarde. One
species, the clidastes, was of about the same
eize, attgining & length of 45 feet. An-
other, the mosasaurus marimns, was nearly
twice as big, measuring when full grown
not less than B0 feel. ;

The Greatest Sea Berpent of Geology.

Yet larger was the liodon, hugest of all
the mighty saurians of the vanished ers,
which had & long muzzle that is surmised to
have been used s & ram in fighting. These
snormous creatures, in general form re-
sembling eeis, ploughed the waters with
four paddles and & propeller-like tail in
ursuit of the fishes which were their food.
heir heads were large and fiat, and they
swallowed their prey whole, being able
totake in animals of greater girth than
themselves, owing to the arrangement
of their jaws, which were provided mid-
wry in their length with hinges. When
they Jived this continent was lower than
it is now. New Jersey and Delaware, as
well as most of the Southern Siates, were
under water and tbhe Rocky Mountains,
in places 10,000 feet less elevated than
at present, appeared as a range separated
irom the valley of the Misciasippi by =
broad expanse of salt water that was in fact
an inland sea teeming with animal lite

In those dsys resxl sea serpents not only
existed, but their numbers were almost in-
raleniable, as is proved by their bones left
behind in the rocks of subsequent forma-
tions, and 1n many eases =o perfectly pre-
served that entire skeletons have been
found and are mounted in the museums
Prof O. C. Marsh, of New Haven, speaks
of having seen as many as six of these fossil
monsters in view at the same time in one
small valley out West.

Thounsands of Snakes In a Shoal,

After all, the question is merely one of
eize, inasmuoch as marine snakes are verv
plentitul at present in some parts of the
world. They swarm in the Indisn
end a naval officer was telling me the other
day that he bad seen them in shoals of
thousauds together in the Gulf of Sian.  So
numerous were they that it was necessary to
thresd the cables while at anchor throogh
barrels, in order to prevent the repliles
trom climbing up the ropes and coming
sboard while the ship was at anchor. Nor
was such & precaution by any means super-
fluous, owing 1o the fact that, as any one
may learn by turning to the Standard Nat-
ural History, these serpents are most dan-
gerously poisonous

In the work referred to their habit of
trareling in great numbers together is
spoken of. The seas from Madagascar to
Panama aad from Japan to New Zealand are
thickly infested with them. Dr. Stejneger,
the reptilinn expert of the Smithsonian To-
stitution, telle me that they are among the
most poisonous of all known serpents, their
venom being not less deadly than that of the
cobrn and rattlesuake. Furthermore, they
are very fierce and asgressive, and will com-
monly attack human beings if they get a
chance. They do not irequent the shallows,
unless possibly for breeding, but live in the
open ocean. When full grown they are from
G to 8 feet long. Fishermen in the waters
where they are found are greaty afraid of
them. Their bodies are flat, and the inside
of them is almost wholly filled by the lungs,
which are large in order that ther may
be enabled to stay benesth the surface for a
long time without coming up to breathe
They have eyes modified for seeing in the
water, 80 that when they are taken out of
their native element, they seem blinded
and strike wildly. Their fangs, like those of
the cobra, are always erect.

The Giant Squid of Indian Seas

Undoubtedly the giant squid, which has
only become familisrly known to selence
within a few years, has irequently been
mistaken for & ses serpent.  In all qualities
which can render a marine monster horribl
this huge and frightful moilusk may be nie:i
to compare very favorsbly with any creatuce
of fact or fiction. When full grown, it
weighs 10,000 nounds, haring a ¥ 50 feet
long and two arms each 100 feet in length,
as well as eight smaller tentacles. A model
of a diminutive individual, measuring only
42 feet from the end of its tail to either
tentacular extremity, is on exhibition at the
National Museum in Washington,

Specimens of this kind sare not infre-
?uem!y encountered by fishermen in the

ndian Ocean, where “the humble toiler of
the sen must be prepared at any time to see
a monstrous creature with enormous gog-
gling eyes rise out of the depths and fling
across his boat a gigantic tentacle armed
with scores of suckers so powerful that
nothing short of horse power can pull them
oft from the object to which they have been
onee fastened. For such an adventure the
fisherman has always st haud a keen knife
with which to slash off the tentacle before
it has him overboard in fatal em-
brace. He must work quickly, for the
mouster has another tentasie to help him in
the attack, and it is hardly an even fight

One point for which the great
ichthyosaurus of the Mesozoic Epoch was
remarkable was its huge eyes, which were 6
inches in diameter, being set in bony eups
like those of & bird, but they did not com-
pare in size with the veular organs of this
mighty mollusk. In passing it may be re-
marked that only a few years ago san
ignorant ship eaptain, who never could
have heard of the original reptile, arrived
at the port of San Francisco with a detailed
and ecompletely acourate description of &
creature that he had seen in a calm on the
bottom off the Pacific cosst, which, if his re-
port was true, must have been a living
plesiosaurus. This extraordinary aquatie
sunimal, supposed to have been extinct for
ages, would answer very well to the con-
ventionsal deseription of the sea serpent, re-
sembling a gigantio snake threaded through
the body of a turtle, and having the head of
s lizard, the feet of & croeodile, a neck like
a serpent 30 feet long, the ribs of & chame-
leon and the paddles of a whale,

The Appearance in 1818

The “‘glistening eye’” of the monster isa
point particularly mentioned in the ac-
eounts given of what was in some respects
the most remarkable appearance of the sea
serpent on record, inasmuch as the creature
was viewed by th ds of people eoin-
cidently. It selected as the spot for exhibit-
ing itsell the bay off Nahant—that staid
and sober place whieh has been described
as ‘“‘a slice of cold roast Boston.” The
season was summer, in the vear 1818, and
the weather was pleasant and calm, so that
the erowds which gathered on the shore
were able to observe the great “snake” to
the utmost adven , &s it swam shout
between two projecting headlands, coming
80 near the h as to eause many of the
spectators to retreat affrighted. It ap
to be about 80 feet long, of a dark color and
held its head two feet out of water, through
which it progressed at the speed of an
ordi steamboat. As it turned short,
after advancing to within 100 feet of the
land, and went seaward, its snake-like form
became apparent, the body bending like an
eel's It was followed for miles along
shore by people afoot and in carriagen

Attempta have been made to identify thia
sea serpent with a supposed giant squid
which may have found its way into the bay.
These great mollusks not infrequently run
ashore, and they are very numerous in the
North Atlantic

A Monster Too Big to Catch,

On November 30, 1861, between Madeira
aud Teneriffe, the French atesmer Alee-
ton] commanded by Lieutenant Bouyer,
came UPOD &0 EeNOrmous specimen a&ppar-
ently asleep. Many bullets that were g’:d
at it through its soft flesh without
doiug it much harm apparently, and har-
poons buried in its body would not hold.
Finally, a rope with & running noose was
slipped over the tail of the animal, but when
it wns sattempted to hoist it upon deck,
the enormous weight csused the rope to cut
through the mass, which fell and sank. On
July 8, 1873, according to affidavits made
by the officers and crew of the bargue
Pauline, they all saw three large sperm
whales off the lee bow, being at the time in
latitude 5° 18' south, and longitude 85°
west. Suddenly s strange and unknown
monster appesared just ahead and threw an
arm that was quite 100 feet long around one
of the whales, encircling the lstter three
times, and dragged it head foremost to the
bottom.

The giant squid swime backward by ex-
pelling a siream of water from a huge sip-
hon with which it is provided. While feed-
ing at the surface, its tail projects above
and the convolutions of the long tentacles
following after might essily produce to the
eye the effect of a snake in motion.

The Octopas of the Seas

In the same apartment at the Nationa
Museum with the mode] of the monster pre
viously described is & hideous reproduction
in tapier mache of that other frightful mol-
lusk, theegnulp or octopus, the specimen
represented having a spread of 16 feet. This
creature chooses for ita haunt some dark
eranny in the rocks, where it lies in wait,
clinging with three or four of its great arms,
while the others, waving, gliding and feel-
ing sbount in the water, are on the alert to
grasp any prey. A man who is so unfortu-
nate as to come within reach isat once
embraced. Instantaneously the pistons of
hundreds of suckers that cover the eight
tentacles are drawn inward, the air is re-
moved from the pnenmatic huldan, and, s
vacnum being created in each, the victim is
&0 pinioned that bardly a struggle is possi-
ble. The other arms are immediately
wrapped about him, and he is drawn intoa
closer embrace to be torn vo pieces by the
creature’s beak and absorbed.

The Chinese regard these octopodsas a
great delicacy for eating, and they are simi-
larly relished in many other parts of the
world. In the Mediterranean numerous

ies of them, mostly of small size, are
bed for, and along the coast of Algerin
they are caught in & very curious fashion
by means of earthen jugs junk in the water.
Probably because the ponlp 1s a soft-bodied
animal and therefore an easy prey for many
eneniies, it will eagerly take advantage of
an opportunity to seek ghelter in a jue,
from the mouth of which it can spread its
tentacles for prey. Aceordingly, it is not
uncommon for the fishsrmen, on hauling
up these queer l.ngl after a few hours, to
find every one of them oeceupied by an oc-
topus. >
Ths Devil Fish Is Dangerons,

The term “devil fish” is commonly ap-
plied to the great octopus, though the true
devil fish is quite & different animal, be-
longing to the family of rays. This latter
is one of the most dangerous and ferocious
monsters of the deep. When full grown, it
messures 30 feet from tiﬂ to tip of its tre-
mendous “‘wings,”” which are merely very
much developed fleshy fine.  Its musenlar
power is so enormous that there are man
well-authenticated stories of its earrying o
small vessels, having become fouled with
the anchor linex A specimen captured off

A beak consisting of two fleshy horns that
extend forward from its head assists it in
ing its prey.

NEW YORK, Avg. 2—[ Special, ]—*"The Or-
der of the Iron Hall, which has come to
